CRIMES SHEIK 


DOWN RESPECT 


Calling special attention to the 
petty 
thefts 
and 
misdemeanors 
which he .said had been reported 
as menacing certain sections of 
the County, District Judge Joe 
Eidson in his charge to the grand 
jury urged that body 
make a 
thorough investigation of all mi­ 
nor offenses against the law as 
well as of alleged felony cases. 
If 
minor 
laws 
can 
be 
broken 
with impugjnity, the number of 
felonies 
are 
likely 
to 
increase 
the Judge said. The Judge also 
called attention to alleged reports 
of 
violation 
of 
the 
prohibition 
law of which he urged a full 
investigation, stating that if this 
law is allowed to go unenforced, 
it creates a disregard for other 
laws. W hether or not the law 
is favored by juries or officers, 
it must be enforced, if the pro­ 
per respect for law and o rd er, 
is maintained, Judge Eidson said. 
The high class citizenship of 
Comanche and other counties in 
the district and the readiness of ( 
the citizenship to co-operate with 
the officers, makes this district 
stand out as one of the most 
law abiding of the state accord­ 
ing to the judge who said this is 
a heritage that we can preserve 
only by enforcing the laws. The 
Judge, commending the people of 
this county for taking an active 
interest in government, said that 1 
where nearly the full citizenship 
cast their ballot as they do in 
this county, there was but little 
danger of the decline of repres­ 
entative government. The judge 
commended the large and order­ 
ly crowd which included a num- , 
ber of Comanche Grammar School 
children who were present to a t­ 
tend the opening session of the 
court. 
, 
The Grand Jury with the pres­ 
ent method of selecting good citi­ 
zens from every section of the 
county for services, is one of the 
best methods of preserving free 
government 
according to Judge 
liaison 
who 
suit! 
there was a 
move in some states to do away 
with this part of our court mach­ 
inery. The more the people have 
to do with the 
government the 
more interest they will take in 
their countrv, he said. 
One of the main functions of 
the court 
is 
to 
prevent crime 
rather 
than 
reform 
or 
punish 
the criminal as important as this 
is. the judge said, and pointed 
out that when the young people 
knew that crime in each section 
of the countv was being invcsti- , 
gated 
each six 
months and th e , 
criminals 
were 
punished, 
there , 
would be little incentive for them ( 
to violate the laws or to g ro w ; 
into criminals.

Perjury is one of the wont 
crimes and should he punished 
according to the 
judge who said 
there 
was also 
a law on the i 
statue book making it a penal j 
offense for outsiders to try to 
intimidate witnesses before they 
appear before tbe grand jury or 
to try to influence them to with­ 
hold the truth or to swear false- j 
ly,

In conclusion, the judge said 
that the proceedings of the grand ' 
jury were sacred and all testi- ' 
mony and business of that body 
should be kept secret except that 
part as reported to the court.
